The  Board  of  Governors  expresses  appreci- 
ation to  Chester  Krause,  publisher  of 
"Numismatic  News"  and  other  Krause  Pub- 
lications, for  his  cooperation  in  ar- 
ranging for  the  transfer  of  Mr.  Rochette 
to  his  new  position.  It  appears  that  he 
will  be  free  to  start  with  A.N.A.  by  the 
end  of  this  year. 

Executive  editor  Ed  Rochette,  of  Krause 
Publications,  Inc.,  Iola,  guides  the 
editorial  direction  of  one  of  the  coun- 
try's leading  coin  publishing  firms. 
Krause  Publications  produces  for  the 
collector  "Numismatic  News",  a bi— weekly 
tabloid;  "COINS  Magazine,"  a nationally 
distributed  monthly;  and  publishes  num- 
erous numismatic  reference  books  through 
its  growing  book  division. 

Rochette  himself  has  contributed  to 
these  reference  books.  He  recently  com- 
pleted a 2-year  research  and  compilation 
project  with  the  publication  of  his 
"Med alii c Portraits  of  John  F.  Kennedy." 
This  reference  catalogue,  describes  & 
illustrates  close  to  1,000  different 
medallic  issues  struck  in  the  name  of 
our  late  president.  Rochette  is  also 
co-author  of  "Goins,  Questions  and  Ans- 
wers," and  has  edited  several  price 
guide  books  for  the  general  public. 

Recognized  in  the  field  of  numismatics, 
Rochette  was  appointed  by  President 


Lyndon  Johnson  to  serve  as  a member  of 
the  1965  Assay  Commission.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  the  advisory  board  of  the 
National  Hobby  Institute  and  recipient 
of  the  1966  Token  and  Medal  Society 
bronze  literary  award,  and  of  the  Pro- 
fessional Numismatists  Guild  Educational 
Award  for  his  services  as  an  advisor  to 
the  Roosevelt  University  numismatic  pro- 
gram. 


A world  traveler,  he  has  guided  several 
numismatic  tours  including  the  1964 
"Numismatic  News"  European  tour  and  the 
1965  post  A.N.A.  convention  Mexican  tour. 
On  the  European  adventure  he  met  and 
interviewed  the  directors  of  the  mints 
of  Portugal,  Switzerland,  France  and 
England,  He  and  his  tour  group  were 
received  by  Pope  Paul  VI  in  a special 
audienoe  at  Cast el  Gondolfo,  the  summer 
residence  of  the  pontiff. 


A member  of  many  numismatic  organizations 
in  addition  to  A.N.A.  (#38731 ),  Ed  was 


elected  a fellow  of  the  Royal  Numismatic 
Society  in  1962.  He  has  served  A.N.A.
